In other actions 

Jim Hollenback, senate chair 
and BOFM vice-chair, asked the 
board to approve a $250 allocation 
to the legal aide library to replace a 
set of 1970 West Digests that are 
now useless. Nobody knows why 
they were bought last year 

It cost $600 to maintain the Lib- 
rary last year. The budget 
designation for new equipment was 
deleted by last year's legal,aide co- 
ordinator. But this year’s co-or- 
dinator, Dick Hettinger, wants ti 
back 

The money was allocated to fur- 
nish books on landlord and tenant 
laws. 

Chair Eileen Denes announced 
plans to send letters to program co- 
ordinators regarding the 1976-77 
budget.

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Kids, vets fight over space

The Student Senate last Tues- 
day postponed a decision on 
allocating trailer space vacated by 
the Ink Machine after individuals 
representing the children’s center 
appealed a Nov. 19 decision by the 
Board of Fiscal Matters (BOFM), 
a Senate subcommittee, to give it to 
the Veteran's Service Center 

Among the reasons given by 
BOF M was that “veteran’s services 
is a current program that 
would be stifled if denied the 
trailer. The Infant Care Program 
(for which the children’s center was 
planning to use the trailer} is an ex- 
pansion of the ASI Children’s 
Center” which would not be 
harmed if the expansion didn’t oc- 


cur 


Another reason cited is that the 
veteran's center serves 4.000-plus 
veterans, while the proposed Infant 
Care Program would, at most. care 
for 50 infants 


Representatives of the 
children’s center asserted that they 
weren't given adequate notification 
of when the decision by BOFM 
would be made. They were told (at 
the Nov. 3 BOFM meeting) “that a 
decision would be made at the 
Nov. 26 meeting. At 2:40 p.m 
Nov. 19. (ASI Vice President) 
Fileen Denes called Petey (Dod- 
son) at the children’s center,” justa 
few minutes before the meeting 
began. according to a statement 
handed out by children’s center 
representatives 

Student Chair Jim 
Hollenback replied that, according 
to official records, the children’s 
center was notified well in advance 

Tino Zamora, coordinator of 
veteran's affairs, satd. “There ts no 
place for us to go.” He said he 
heard indiciations that the veterans 
service would have to leave the old 
library building by March 

Dean of Students Norm Better 
clarified things: “You will be out by 
March.” 


Senate 


Zamora says certain grants 
from the federal government were 
contingent upon the veteran's 
center having a place to operate 
from. “The loss of space would 
jeaopardize our keeping the grant.” 
he said 

Dodson, representing the 
children’s center said. “The univer- 
sity is more apt to give them 
{veteran's service) help than give us 
help.” 


The Student Senate voted to 
postpone consideration of the dis- 
pute when a member of the 
audience suggested that it was pos- 
sible to change the contract on 
renovating the old library to allow 
partial occupancy of it while the 
work was being done. At present. 
the contractors have refused to 
allow anyone to use it during 
renovation. During the week Dean 
Better indicated he would check 
out the possibility of changing that

Board criticizes foundation 
managers on non-consultation 


Hornet Foundation managers 
were called in before an trate board 
of directors last Wednesday to ex- 
plain why a decision was made to 
close the south cafeteria anc 
convert it into a vending center 
without consulting the board 

Most of the directors meeting 
was a closed executive session. 
however, the last part was opened 
to the public. 

Food Service Director George 
Welch denied allegations from 
several board members that there 
was no consultation with the 
board. “! mentioned it at that time 
(a previous meeting) what we 
proposed to do. It was not 
unilateral,” he said. 

“We're losing money at a fairly 
rapid rate. (The new vending center 
is) to provide a source of income at 
relatively little expense.” Welch ex- 
piained. 

Questioned on who authorized 
the decision, Welch said, “The go- 
ahead was given by the ad- 
ministration. Stan (Pretzer, CSUS 
Business Manager) gave us the go- 
ahead.” 

Among those complaining was 
Prof. Ali Raza, business ad- 
ministration, who said, “We are 
supposed to be members of the 
board of directors.” 


But Prof. Metwalli Amer, 
business administration and chair 
of the board, pointed out that the 
decision to close the south cafeteria 
was mentioned in the minutes of 
the previous mecting.
